U  The  Bishop  J  with  his  Chaplains,  is  received  at  the  door  of  the  Church 
or  Chapel  by  the  Commissary,  Rf.gistrar,  Minister,  Churchwardius, 
and  others  J  and  by  them  conducted  to  the  Vestry-room,  Having 
proceeded  in  his  robes  to  the  Communion-table  {upon  which  the  ves* 
selsfor  the  Holy  Communion  are  to  be  pla  "d),  the  Minister  presents 
to  him  the  Petition  praying  him  to  consecrate  the  Church,  and  the 
Deed  of  Endowment  (if  any),  which  the  Bishop  delivers  to  the  Re^ 
gutrar,  to  be  by  him  rmd  aloud;  and  then  the  Bishop,  with  his 
Chaplains  and  the  Clergy,  %valk  from  the  East  to  the  West  end  of 
the  Church  or  Chapel,  and  back  again,  repeating  alternately  the  2Ath 
Psalm  ;  the  Bishop  beginning  ; 

Psalm  xxiv. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that  therein  is  ;  the 
compass  of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

2.  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas,  and  prepared 
it  upon  the  floods, 

3.  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord,  or  who 
shall  rise  up  in  his  holy  place  ? 

4.  Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure  heart ;

When  they  eome  to  the  hordes  Table,  the  Bishop,  taking  his  seat  in  a 
■     chair  on  the  North  side  thereof,  the  Deed  of  Conveyance  ispreietited 
to  him  by  the  Minister ;  the  Bishop  lays  it  on  the  table,  and  stan'J- 
ing  on  the  north  side,  turns  to  the  Congregation  and  says  : 

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord;  forasmuch  as  de- 
vout and  holy  men,  as  well  under  the  Law  as  under 
the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the  secret  inspiration  of 
the  Hoiy  Spirit,  or  by  the  express  command  of  God, 
or  by  their  own  reason  and  sense  of  order  and  decency, 
have  erected  houses  for  the  public  worship  of  God,  and 
separated  them  from  all  profane  and  common  uses; 
which  godly  practice  hath  a  manifest  tendency  to  ad- 
vance the  honour  of  God's  holy  name,  and  to  enliven 
the  devotion  of  those  who  are  engaged  in  his  service  : 
let  us  humbly  hope,  that  our  Heavenly  Father  will 
favourably  approve  our  present  purpose,  of  setting 
apart  this  place  in  solemn  manner,  for  the  performance 
of  the  several  offices  of  religious  worship ;  and  let  us 
faithfully  and  devoutly  pray  for  his  blessing  on  this  our 
undertaking.

with  us  who  are  here  gathered  together,  to  consecrate 
this  place,  with  all  humiiity  and  readiness  of  heart,  to 
the  honour  of  thy  great  name :  separating  it  henceforth 
from  all  unhallowed,  ordinary,  and  common  uses,  and 
dedicating  it  entirely  to  thy  service,  for  reading  there- 
in thy  most  holy  word,  for  celebrating  thy  holy  sacra- 
ments, for  offering  to  thy  jylorious  Majesty  the  sacrifi- 
ces of  prayer  and  thanksgiving,  for  blessing  thy  people 
in  thy  name,  and  for  performing  all  other  holy  ordi- 
nances which  may  be  lawfully  solemnised  therein. 
Accept,  O  Lord,  this  service  at  our  hands,  and  bless 
5t  Tt  ;th  suoh  success,  as  may  tend  most  to  thy  glory,  and 
Uic  salvation  of  thy  people,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord  and  Saviour.     Ainan, 

^  Then  the  Bishcr,  s:.a,ifHng  up,  turns  tovmrd  the  Congregation  {ivho 
'.om'iut  u.ieeiing,)  and  says  the  foVowing  Prayer  : 

REGARD,  O  Lord,  the  supplications  of  thy  ser- 
vants ;  and  grant  that  whosoever  shall  be  dedicated  to 
thee  in  this  house  by  Baptism,  may  be  sanctified  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  delivered  from  thy  wrath  and  eternal 
death,  and  being  made  a  living  member  of  Christ's 
Church,  may  ever  remain  in  the  number  of  thy  faithful 
and  elect  children.

CONSECEATING  A  BURIAL-GROUKD. 
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f  When  the  Consecration  of  the  Church  does  not  take  place  on 
the  same  day,  the  Sei^ice  for  the  day  is  read  in  the  Church, 
with  Psalms  and  lessons  proper  for  the  occasion,  to  wit,  P«. 
xxxix.  and  xc;  Gen.  xxiii.  and  St.  John,  v,  21,  30. 
After  service,  the  Bishop  sitting  on  the  North  side  cfthe 
Conmunion  table,  the  Minister  presents  to  him  a  Pititwn^ 
praying  him  to  consecrate  the  Burial  ground ;  after  which^ 
the  Bishop  proceeds  with  his  Commissary  and  Registrar, 
and  with  the  Clergy  and  People,  to  a  Tent  provided  for  the 
purpose  on  the  ground  to  be  consecrated ;  and  says  the  fol- 
lowing Prayer : 

THE  glorious  majesty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon 
us  ;  prosper  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us ;  O 
prosper  thou  our  handy  work. 

PREV  ENT  us,  O  Lord,  in  all  our  doings  with  thy 
most  gracious  favour,  and  further  us  with  thy  continual 
help ;  that  in  all  our  works,  begun,  continued  and  ended 
in  thee,  we  may  glorify  thy  holy  name,  and  finally  by 
thy  mercy  obtain  everlasting  life ;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.     Amen, 

Or  else^ 
They  walk  round  the  ground  repeating  alternately^  Psalm  xlix. 

t  TJien  thri  Bishop  directs  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  to 
be  read,  which  he  signs,  and  directs  to  be  registered  in  his 
Registry.    Then  the  Bishop  says  the  following  Prayer  : 

O  GOD,  who  hast  taught  us  in  thy  holy  word,  that 
there  is  a  differeDce  between  the  spirit  of  a  beast  that 
goeth  downward  to  the  earth,  and  the  spirit  of  a  man 
which  ascendeth  up  to  God  who  gave  it;  and  likewise 
by  the  example  of  thy  holjr  servants,  in  all  aces,  hast
